Subject —Import Policy for Registered Exporters for the year April 196 9-March 1970 
(Amedment No. 30). 

No. 137 -ITC(PN)/ 69 .—Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained in Volume II of the Ir.oort Trade Control Policy Book (Red 
Book) for the year April 1969-March 1970. issued under the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade and Supply Public Notice No. 44-ITC (PN)/69 dated the 31st March, 1969- 

2. In Public Notice No. 8?-ITC(PN)/69 dn<M June 2, 1969, certain amendments 
were announced regarding the utilisation of the import replenishment permissible 
against various kinds of cables and wires f'dh'ng under items A.75.1 to A.75.7 in 
Volume II of the Import Trade Control Policy Book. 

3- Representations have been received about the hardship caused by the changes 
introduced by the above-referred public notice, particularly in respect of exports 
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already made and contracts for exports entered into on the basis of the earlier 
policy. These have been carefully considered and it has been decided that in 
respect of the following cases, the changes introduced by Public Notice No. H2-ITC 
(PN)/6J, dated June 2, 1909 shall not apply and that the provisions in force 

immediately earlier shall be applicable. 

(a) Exports made on or before June 1, 1969; 

(b) Cases in which shipping bills had already been passed by the Customs 

and “let export’’ order issued on or before June 1, 1969; 

(c) Exports made on or after June 2, 1969, against firm commitments entered 

into on or before June 1, 1969. 

4. For the purpose of (c) of the preceding paragraph, a firm commitment will 
be deemed to have been entered into where: 

(a) irrevocable letter of credit has been opened; and 

(i) i formal contract entered into; or 

(ii) telegraphic oiler and acceptance exchanged; or 

(ill) correspondence exchanged between Indian exporter and foreign importer; 
all on dates earlier than June 2, 1969; 

or L (b) oiler and acceptance have been exchanged by cables bearing dates before 

June 2, 1969. 

5. Where it is proposed to claim the import policy in force prior to the issue of 
Public Notice No. 82-ITC(PN)/69, dated June 2, 1969, on the basis of pats firm 
contracts referred to in paragraph 4 above, all such contracts together 
With all original documents in support of the firm commitments, should be 
submitted for registration to the port licensing authority to whom the exporter has 
normally to apply for import licences under the Import Trade Control Policy for 
Registered Exporters, on or before 5th September 1909. The benefit of the import 
policy in force prior to the issue of Public Notice No. 82-ITC(PN)/69, dated June 
2, 1989, in respect of exports made on or after 2nd June, 1909 will be applicable 
only in respect of exports made under contracts so registered.
